Hoek, and other questionable experts in 
veterinary science. . Itis sufficient to know 
that so long agoas the age of Constantine, 
there were attached to the horse's hoof 
certain protective appliances, of which an 
English veterinarian, Mr. Bracy-Crarx, is 
said to have produced and published a 
Sut simile: and that an iron horse- shoe. with 
nails, supposed to be the earliest specimen 
of such gear, is said to have heen found in 
the tomb of Cinuperic, King ofthe Franks, 
who died at the close of the fifth century. 
In che tenthcentury, we are assured by a 
French authority, the true iron horse-shoe, 
with nails, was not only known but 
described; and how common it has been 
in Europe, to say nothing of the East, since 
that date needs no demonstration, One’ 
point that scarcely scems to receive suffi. 
cient consideration, when the subject of 
horse-shoes recurs (ror time to time, is 
the difference of hoof in different climates. 
‘The substance, we are told, is as hard as 
a flint in hot and mountainous countries, 
but in damp and cold countries, on the 
contrary,, it is brittle and much more 
liable to wear away, Nor must it be for- 
‘gotten that where horses are plentiful 
and cheap the method which’ is the least 
troublesome is the mastlikely to be adopted, 
and the preservation of the hoof will be 
considered of minor importance, That an 
unshod hoof is sureto wear out sooner than’ 
one that is shod, where the work done is 
continuous, seems to be. an incontrovertible 
proposition, if the rate: of the horny sub- 
stance’s growth betaken into account, even 
when due allowance is made for what has 
fo be cut away in the process of re-shocing, 
The most reasonable conclusion, therefore, 
appears to be that in most, if not all Euro- 
pean countries, and certainly in England, 
with its reat variety of roads and diverse 
ways of mending them, some sort of horse 
shoe is desirable, if not absolutely neces- 
sary. Whether the shoe should be of iron 
or of some other material, whether it be 
better ‘ferrer d chaud"' ov.“ ferver d frotd,"" 
what shape, how thick, and of how many 
circumferential inches it should be, and 
how it should bo fastened on, whether with 
iron nails or in some ‘other way, are the 
chicf considerations, © ,

If all'climates, all soils,, 
and all. roads were the same all over the 
world, general experience would almost 
certainly lead to a universal custom; but 
it is obviously unsound to argue that what 
{s not only practical, but expedient, {n one 
country would.answer equally well in an- 
other, the physical conditions, of the 
two countries being as different as the 
sand of the desert. is from the loose 
granite in the ‘streets of London, ’ A
